RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, l he 1 6th March 1965 

No. 4/2/M-SR(R)-A , — -The hill areas of Assam compris- 
ing the Qaro Hills, the United Khasi and Jaintia Hills, the 
Mizo Hills, the United Mikir and North Cachar Hills dis- 
tricts are administered subject to the special provisions of the 
Sixth Schedule to the Constitution which confer a certain 
measure of autonomy on these areas. Tt has been represent- 
ed to the Government of India from time to time that for 
accelerating the pace of and ensuring fuller participation of 
the people in the development of these areas, and for safe- 
guarding more effectively the interests of the tribal people, 
it is necessary to widen the autonomy enjoyed at present by 
these areas, The Government of India after giving careful 
consideration to the needs of these areas and the necessity 
in the interest of the people of the hill areas themselves of 
enabling them to participate in the larger political and eco- 
nomic life of the State, have come to the conclusion that It 


would be desirable for the hill areas to have a full measure 
of autonomy subject to the preservation of the unity of 
Assam, the continuance of a common legislature for the 
whole State of Assam and the maintenance of the Cabinet 
Government of the accepted form functioning on the basis 
of collective and joint responsibility to the State Assembly. 

The general pattern of the administrative set-up which 
might be evolved for the hill areas of Assam was discussed 
by the late Prime Minister, Shri Jawaharlal Nehru, with 
some of the hill leaders and certain broad conclusions were 
reached. The Government of India consider it necessary 
that a detailed scheme for the reorganisation of the adminis- 
trative set-up of these areas on the basis of those discussions 
and conclusions should be drawn up by a Commission to be 
appointed for the purpose, after careful study of the various 
aspects of the problem involved. The Government of India 
have, accordingly, in consultation with the Government of 
Assam, decided to appoint a Commission consisting of — 

1. Shri H. V. Pataskar Chairman 

2. Shri C, S. Venkatachar Member 

3. Shri G. S, Rau Member 
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2. Having regard to the main objective* of conferring a 
full measure of autonomy on the hill areas, subject to the 
preservation of the unity of the State of Assam, the conti- 
nuance of a common legislature for the whole State of Assam 
and the maintenance of the Cabinet Government of the 
accepted form functioning on the basis of collective and joint 
responsibility to the State Assembly, the Commission will 
recommend u detailed scheme for reorganising the adminis- 
trative set-up of the hill areas. The Commission will also 
recommend the administrative, financial and legal measures 
necessary for giving effect to the scheme. 

3. The Commission will consider whether in the light of 
the scheme which they may suggest for the administration 
of the hill ai;eas, it is necessary to make changes in the 
powers and functions of the District and Regional Councils 
constituted under the Sixth Schedule to the Constitution and 
recommend after examining the working of the District and 
Regional Councils, what changes, if any, should he made in 
that Schedule. 

4. The Commission will be at liberty to devise its own 
procedure for its work including collection of information 
and ascertaining public opinion. The Commission will ordi- 
narily hold its sittings in private. 

5. The Commission will have a Secretary and such staff 
and officers as may be considered necessary. 

6. The Commission will make its recommendations to the 
Government of India as soon as may be practicable and not 
later than the 30th Tune 1965. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be communicated 
to all State Governments, all Ministries of the Government 
of India, etc. and also that the Resolution be published in 
the Gazette of India.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 20 th March 1965 

No. 8-TG( 158)/ 64. — The Government of India have 
received the Administration Report of the Port of Bombay 
for the year 1963-64, The note-worthy features of the 
Report are reviewed below : — 

(1) Financial Position. — The total revenue of the Port 
Trust during the year under review was Rs. 1,633.73 lakhs 
as against Rs. 1429,30 lakhs in the year 1962-63. The total 
expenditure during the year was Rs. 1,483.02 lakhs as 
against Rs. 1,248,34 lakhs in the previous year. There was 
thus a surplus of Rs. 150.71 lakhs. The appreciable in- 
crease in receipts was mainly due to higher income from 
wharfage, settlement of certain arrears of rent and rise in 
interest on the Port Trust’s investments. A notable feature 
of the Revenue Expenditure was a new contribution of 
Rs. 2 crores made to the General Reserve Fund and the 
enhancement by Rs. 80 lakhs in the contribution to the 
Renewals and Replacement Fund. The total balances in the 
Port Trust’s Reserve Funds amounted to Rs, 31.01 crores at 
the end of the year. Of the outstanding debt of Rs. 16.80 
crores, the amount due to the public was Rs. 6.5 5 crores and 
to Government Rs. 9.13 crores, the balance of Rs. 1.12 
crores being internal loans held by the Trustees themselves. 
For repayment of loans, the trustees have built up a balance 
of Rs. 6.34 crores in the General Sinking Fund and of 
Rs. 3.75 crores in a Suspense Account to repav the loan for 
the Marine Oil Terminal. 

(2) Traffic.— The dead weight tonnage handled at the Port 
during 1963-64 was 17,349,000 of which Imports accounted 
for 11,885,000 tonnes and Exports 5,464,000. The corres- 
ponding Imports and Exports during 1962-63 were 11,077,000 
and 4,861,000 tonnes respectively, totalling 15,938,000 
tonnes. 
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The number ot overseas passengers who used (he port dur- 
ing 1963-64 was 1,54,057 while (he number ol coastal pas- 
sengers was 723,851. 

(3) Shipping . — l"he number of vessels, which entered the 
Port during the year was 3,276 of 22.56 mill ion gross regis- 
tered tonnes, as against 3,346 of 21.77 million tonnes m 
1962-63. 'Hie largest vessel, which entered the Port during 
the year was the s.s. “Rottetdam”, with a gross tonnage ol 
38,645, and the largcsl tank steamer was the s.s. “'Esso 
Edinburgh" with a gross tonnage of 31,685. 

'Hie number of sailing vessels that used the port during 
the year was 38,027 as against 38,985 during the year 
1962-63. 

Dry Docking and Ship i e pairs .—During the year 120 
vessels u.sed the Dry Docks. The number of vessels which 
were berthed in the West Docks for repair purposes was 
71 including 19 vessels berthed at the Alexandra Docks.

The woiking of the Bombay Port Trust Railway during the 
year under review has resulted in a deficit of about Rs. 48.71 
lakhs. But for the receipt of arrears of terminals amounting 
to Rs. 2.94 lakhs, the deficit would have amounted to about 
Rs. 51.65 lakhs. The corresponding deficit during the pre- 
vious year was Rs. 53.91 lakhs but due to the credit of huge 
arrears on account of terminals, the railway account for 
1962-63 showed an ultimate surplus of Rs. 18.12 lakhs. 


(6) Turn-round of shipping and pure of loading and un- 
loading of vessels . — -The highest number of vessels using the 
Docks during the year 1963-64 was 111 during the fortnight 
ended 15th May, 1963. The average turn-round during that 
tortnight was 4.4 days, as against the slowest turn-round of 
5 8 days during the fortnight ended 15th September, 1963. 

The fastest rate of unloading and loading of vessels which 
worked 1000 tonnes and over during the year 1963-64 was

The cargo handled under the piece rate scheme was 1345c 
over the datum as against 129% during the previous year. 

(7) Labour.— (a.) There were some stoppages of work 
by Pott Workers during the year under review. 

(b) The Port Trust’s welfare measures covered a variety 
of activities namely, sports, recreation, variety entertainments, 
excursions, schools, scholarships, canteens, general medical 
attention, women’s clinics, reading rooms, and libaries, etc. 

(8) Staff .- — ’I he total expenditure on staff during 1963-64 
amounted to Rs. 731.02 lakhs, as against Rs, 793.54 lakhs 
during the previous year. 

The decrease of Rs. 62.52 lakhs was accounted for by a 
sharp reduction in the payment of arrears arising out of the 
icvision of pay-scales, parlly offset by an increase in salaries, 
wages and allowances due to the engagement of additional 
staff on both the scheduled and non-schedulod establishments. 

The total expenditure on medical aid amounted to Rs. 6.88 
lakhs during 1963-64 as against Rs. 6.26 lakhs in the year 
1962-63.
